Is a Must

That good health and good 
scholarship go hand in hand has 
been proven by extensive research 
through the ye'ars by health of- 
ficiala and educators. Public 
school health is stressed in local 
and national campaigns, books, 
and an increasing number of 
school programs.

Aside from a lungs, heart, and 
vertebrae check - up each child 
should have his eyes, ears, throat 
and teeth checked.
